Arkansas virus cases up by 375 in day 


Governor cites ‘dramatic increase in testing’ in spike; death toll rises 3 to 136

Arkansas’ count of coro- 
navirus cases rose Tuesday 
by 375, including a record 374 
cases among the state’ nonin- 
carcerated population. 

The death toll from the 
virus went up by three, to 
136, while the case tally rose 
to 7,818. The state’s first con- 
firmed case was March 11. 

Gov. Asa Hutchinson said 
the spike in cases “reflects the

increased, dramatic increase 
in testing that we’re doing, 
and that we’re really going af- 
ter the areas that have ... pos- 
itive cases, that we’re having

The number of patients 
hospitalized with covid-19 
rose by H, to 132. 

Thirty-one of the patients 
were on ventilators, an in- 
crease of five from a day 
earlier. 

Protests sparked by the 
May 25 death of a hand- 
cuffed black man in Minne- 
apolis after a white police 


officer pressed his knee into 
the man’s neck have raised 
worries that the crowds 
could contribute to the virus 
spread. 

At his daily news con- 
ference on the pandemic, 
Hutchinson displayed a pho- 
tograph from the Northwest 
Arkansas Democrat-Gazette 
showing protesters gathered 
under a statue of a Confed- 
erate soldier Monday in the

As more demonstrations 
began taking shape around 
the country and cities, in- 
cluding Washington, girded 
for another round of scat- 
tered violence after dark, 
the president amplified his 
hard-line =—————— 
calls of a 
day earlier, 
in which he 
threatened 
to send in 
the military 
to restore 
order if 
governors 
didn’t do it. 

“NYC, 
call up the 
national 
guard,” he 
tweeted in ——_ 
all capital letters. “The low- 
lifes and losers are ripping 
you apart. Act fast! Don’t 
make the same horrible and 
deadly mistake you made 
with the Nursing Homes!!!” 

Meanwhile, Floyd’s fam- 
ily joined a crowd that city 
officials estimated at 60,000 
demonstrators to rally and 
march Tuesday in Houston. 

Floyd, a black man who

PROVIDENCE, R.I. — As 
demonstrators flood streets 
across America to decry the 
killing of George Floyd, pub- 
lic health experts fear that 
the close proximity of pro- 
testers and their failures in 


many cases to wear masks, 
along with police using tear 
gas, will fuel new transmis- 
sions of the coronavirus. 
Many of the protests broke 
out in places where the virus 
is still circulating widely in 
the population. In fact, an As- 
sociated Press review found 
that demonstrations have 


taken place in every one of 
the 25 U.S. communities with 
the highest concentrations of 
new cases. Some have seen 
major protests over multiple 
days, including Minneapo- 
lis-St. Paul, Chicago, Los An- 

geles and Washington, D.C.

State’s May revenue 
tops revised forecast 


Pandemic’s harm not as extensive 
as first feared, fiscal official declares

State general-revenue tax 
collections in May dipped by 
$14.3 million from the same 
month a year ago to $481.9 
million, but outdistanced by 
$65.1 million the state’s fore- 
cast that was cut in March 
because of economic chang- 
es spawned by the coronavi- 
rus pandemic. 

Individual income-tax 
collections in May increased 
slightly over what they were 
in the same month a year 
ago, while sales and use tax 
receipts slipped a tad, but 
both tax sources exceeded 
the forecast that was revised 
March 23, the state Depart- 
ment of Finance and Admin- 
istration said Tuesday in its 
monthly revenue report. 

Individual income and 
sales and use taxes are state 
government’s two largest 
sources of general revenue. 

Arkansas’ record gen- 


eral-revenue collections in 
May remains the 2019 collec- 
tion of $496.2 million, said 
Whitney McLaughlin, a tax 
analyst for the finance de- 
partment. 

“I am delighted with the 
individual income tax collec- 
tions, with the fact that peo- 
ple are going back to work,” 
Gov. Asa Hutchinson said. 

“The sales-tax collections 
show that people are gaining 
confidence in our economy 
again,” the Republican gov- 
ernor told reporters at his 
coronavirus news confer- 
ence at the Capitol. 

Arkansas is one of a hand- 
ful of states that decided 
against imposing a shelter- 
in-place order because of the 
pandemic. 

The state’s economy 
hasn’t been affected “to the 
extent that we are seeing in 
other states as measured by 
sales tax and to some extent
